Two Girls From Gotham 


San Francisco, March 18-—(4)— 
Two young women from New York 
city have been hobnobbing for six 
months with former cannibals of the 
South seas and enjoying it. They 
have been through hurricanes, tasted 
the ashes of a voleano, been shaken 
by terrific earthquakes and they have 
no intention of returning soon to the 
sidewalks of New York. 

The two voyagers. Miss Vioia Irene 
Cooper and Miss Jean Schoen, de- 
scribed themselves as “adventurers 
and literary aspirants” in a letter to 
the Associated Press from a vessel 
nearing Sydney. Australia, dated 
February 65.' They arrived in the 
Fiji islands early last November after 
a 45-day voyage from Vancouver, B. 
C., in an old sailing vessel. Fifteen 
days later they were in Noumea, 
Island of New Caledonia, a French 
possession. _ : 

“We remained in Caledonia one 
month; it’s a beautiful island.” Miss 
Cooper wrote. “The capital, Noumea, 
was like a bit of Paris, with (‘the 
Grand canyon for a background. 

“At the end of the month Miss 
Schoen went on a small schooner 
around the Loyalty islands. I came 
to the New Hebrides on a small 
steamer, St. Michel. This is my 
seventh week on board that ship and 


I expect to be on it two years. 
“We have cruised around all the 


islands in the archipelago, and [ have 
seen sights I never expected to be- 
hold. I. have gazed upon ex-canni- 
bals who wore nothing but a_ rod 
throngh the nose and a boar’s tooth 
around the neck, and I have been on 
island where there are still plenty of 
cannibais actively practicing their pro- 
fession. 

“IT have been on board this ship 
when we were anchored at the foot 
of a volcano with ashes falling if 
our faces. Once we were taught in and 
nearly wrecked on the fangs of a reef. 

“The last time we were in Port 
Vila, capital of the New Liebrides, we 
experienced a series of terrific earth- 
quakes lasting three days. At the 
end of that time, six places in the 
mountains had opened and steam was 
pouring forth. 

“Mr. and Mrs. London called here in 
the Snark years ago. The little craft 
is still here, as Mr. London became 
ill and was forced to go to a hospital 
in Sydney. 

“The cargo boys of St. Michel are 
natives_of the Loyalty and New Heb- 
ridés islands. 
had a war dance on board. They 
permitted Miss Schoen and me to 
dance with them. It was the most 
thrilling experience we have ever had, 
nothing exegted. The tom-tom -ar- 
ries.you away from the present com- 
pletely; you are filled with the war- 
rior spirit. We used sticks. while the 
natives carried and wielded hatchets. 
But the spirit of the dance made us 
feel we had tomahawks, too.”

S EXPECTED SOON 


Conquest of City Auto- 
matically Would Give 
Shanghai Into Hands of 
Cantonese. 


Shanghc’ .March 18.—(4)—The fall 
of Nankiag to the Cantonese now is 
considered as almost certain within 
the next few days. Although news of 
the operations in the vicinity of that 
strategic city is still indefinite. and 
there have been many conflicting re- 
ports. it is evident the fighting has 
been heavy in the Taipingfu region 
and the Shangungese no longer are 
able to offer serious resistance to the 
advance of the southern forces, who 
captured Wukiang, Lishui, 
Ishang. Hyang and other places. 

It is considered that the fall o 
Nanking woulkl automatically i 
Shanghai to the Cantonese. as 
Nanking the southerners would be 
astride the railway. comaecting Shang- 
hai with the nore&. 

Latest reports show that .simulta- 
neous with the mhin drive against 
Nanking. thegsouthernéers are hotly 
pressing the Shantung forces at vital 
points eastward of Taihu lake. notably 
at Soochow and Swakiang., These tac- 
tics are compelling General Chang 
Tsung-Chang, the chief defender of 
Shanghai, to hold considerable forces 
te protect his line of communications 
between Shanghai aud Nanking. . 

Indications are that the Shantung 
treops are offering only indifferent re- 
sistance to the southerners. If these 
reports are true, it is commented here, 
they would tend to coafirm the ru- 
mors that General Chang is negotiat-

AL SMITH GAINS 
FAVOR IN SOUTH 


Politicians Aligned 


Against Governor Anx- 
ious as Texas Democrats 
Revise Their Choices.

Washington, March 18,—The grow- 
ing popularity in /the south of Gover- 
nor Al Smith, of New York, as a pos- 
sible presidential candidate, is giving 
growing concern to southern politi- 
cians aligned with other candidates, 

Texas, which fornished the backbone 
of the McAdoo strength in the Madison 
Square Gardén convention in 1924, 


will not send a delegation instructed‘ 


for McAdoo to the next democratic na- 
tional convention, aceording to word 
reaching Senator Morris Shepherd and 
other Texas politicians in Washing: 
ton. The Lone Star state, which will 
have more delegates than any of the 
southern ;-roup of states, has become 
satisfied that McAdoo is “through.” 
Its democratic leaders are turning 
uway from the former secretary of thé 


treasury. Former Postmaster Gen- 
eral Albert S. Burleson, of the Wil- 
son cabinet, has declared himself fot 
Smith for president in 1928. Another 
prominent Smith convert is former 
Attorney General T. W. Gregory, of 
the Wilson cabinet. 

It is not thought likely Texas will 
send a delegation to the next conven- 
tion instructed for Smith, but the 
hope of .the Smith supporters in Tex- 
as is to send an uninstructed delegas 
tion tothe convention, or one instruct- 
el for the youthful Texas governor, 
“Dan” Moody. 

In other states, notably North Car- 
elina, the MeAdoo strength has been 
disintegrating to such an extent since 
the last national convention as tv 
make it donbtful that the delegations 
will be instructed for McAdoo as they 
were last time. 

In the closing days of the Nort 
Carolina legislature, which recently 
adjourned, a bill was passed prohib- 
iting instructions being given for a 
candidate in a presidential primary 
where he is the only aspirant in the 
primary. ‘This measure was aimed at 
MvAdoo and_its enaétment is regarded 
as a Smith victory by members of the 
North Carolina delegation in congress. 

In still another southern state whose 
delegates were instructed for McAdoo 
in 1924, the writer was informed to- 
day by a “dry” senator that he re- 
gards Al Smith as the most available 
candidate. This senator, who was 
not willing to be quoted this early on 
account of local political conditions, 
predicted that New York’s governor 
will be the next standard bearer of 
the democratic party. 

It is the consensus of opinion among 
democratic political leaders from the 
south that the question of religion will 
not militate severely against Smith in 
the south, if he is nominated, at least 
poet to the extent of depriving him, 
on the religious issue alone, of the 
electoral vote of any south state.

By that 
time it is expected that the extent 
of the surplus will be known and 
the business outlook ‘will be clearer. 
Both of these factors will govern the 
size and nature of the tax cut. 

Half Billion Surplus, 

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 
has estimated that by June 30, the 
surplus will be half a billion dol- 


lars. Mellon is still unwilling to make . 


a flat, prediction regarding tax re 2 


duction. But. the white house oral 
statement revedis definitely the in- 
tention of thé administration. Some

of the estimated surplus will. be due 


to the fact that congress failed to 
pass several appropriation bills in 
the closing filibuster* and it ‘is ex- 
pected that this money will be checked 
out soon after the new congress meets. 

Probably the biggest factor in de 


termining the amount of the next tax ° 


reduction will be the business out- 
look. Considerable recession had been 
expected this year. But business has 
fallen off less than was feared. Check 
payments for the second week of 
March, for instance, although smaller 
than the week earlier, were larger 
than for the eorresponding week of 
026. Stock exchange prices re above 


the level of a year ago, bond prices | 


are up. Business failures were less 
numerous the second week of March 
than they were the previous week 
or for the same period a year ago. 
All of these are indicators: that busi- 
ness 1s in a healthy condition.

WHERE DEMOCRATS ERRED. 

The treasury surplus, which was 
estimated in December when the tax 
reduction issue was before congress 
to reach at the end of the fiscal 


year $383,000,000, is now antici- 
pated by the secretary of the treas- 
ury to reach “considerably in ex- 
cess of $500,000,000.”" It is said 
it will come near reaching §700,- 


000,000. 


In view of the fact that congress 
passed no permanent tax reduction 


plan, this vast surplus will very 
probably be applied to a reduction 
of the national debt. 

This surplus is the money paid 
into the government by American 
citizens, who pay annual income 
taxes to carry on the services of 
government—that is, in excess of 
requirements for the year. 

Therefore, the money belongs to 
the people who paid in this ex- 
cess in the ratio of respective tax 
remittances. 

There is no other way to figure 
it, and it stands as a glaring re- 
minder of the mistake the demo- 
crats made in not accepting the 
proposal—call it gesture or what 
not—of the president to tu®n at 
least a large part of this surplus 
back to those who paid it. 

The American federal taxpayers, 
called upon yearly te pay the ex- 
penses of government, advance the 
cash to meet those expenses. But 
this yeir will show an unexpended 
balance of perhaps $700,000,000.

Vice Presidents. 

Before 1804 the presidential 
tors, under the constitution (art. ITI, 
sec. 2), voted for two persons, the 
one receiving the majority to be pres- 
ident and the one receiving the next 
greatest number to be vice president. 
By the twelfth amendment to the 
constitution, which was declared in 
force September 25, 1804, the electors 
ballot separately for president and 
vice president. 

Party conventions to nominate can- 
didates and declare platforms did not 
come into play until 1852. Prior to 
that year party congressional cau- 
cuses, or resolutions by state legis- 
tures, put candidates into the races. 

Martin Van Buren was the first 
vice president to be nominated from 
that office to the presidency and to be 
elected thereto. He had been elected 
vice president to Andrew Jackson in 
1832 and served during the latter’s 
second term. Jackson made him his 
political heir and, by the adoption 
of the two-thirds rule in the first 
democratic national convention’ In 
1836, forced his nomination. He was 
elected over the four candidates who 
represented as many factions of the 


elec- 


Whig party. 


In 1860 Vice President Breckenridge 
was nominated to the presidency by 
one wing of the divided democratic 
party, but. of course, was not elected. 

Roosevelt and Coolidge were vice 
presidents “acting as president’ when 
renominated in 1904 and in 1924. 

‘So if Dawes should get the nomina- 
tion for president from his party next 
year he will have but one successful 
precedent to give prestige to his can- 


didacy.

Rome, March 18.—The Franco-Ital- 
ian struggle for Balkan supremacy 
is rapidly approaching a dangerous 
climax. if one may judge by the polem- 
ics and articles in the newspapers of 
both nations.

New Uses Sought 
For Cottonseed 
And Peanut Hulls 


Washington, March 18.—(Special.) 
The bureau of standards now is mak- 
ing-a survey ot determine how to 


new uses for peanut hulls, cottonseed 
hulls and other cellulose waste prod- 
ucts, for which $50,000 was provided 
by congress at the instance of Sen- 
ator W. F. George. 

The appropriation does not hecome 
‘available until July 1, but Direétor 
Burgess, of the bureau, has his staff 
now studying the possible line of ex- 
perimentation to see in which way 
the best results can be achieved, he 
informed Senator George's office to- 
day. 

*“Furfural is now being made from 
oat hulls by the Quaker Oat company, 
of Cedar Rapids, lowa,’” Burgess 
said. “We know that it can be made 
equally well from corn cobs and we 
have every reason to believ that it 
can be made from cottonseed hulls 
and peanut shells. This is cited as 
an illustration of one type of the 
problem which is being considered tn 
the survey that we are now making. 

Senator George expressed his satis- 
faction with the steps taken by the 
bureau for a prompt investigation and 
application of the funds -authorized. 
He is watching the work With much 
inierest. 


CANADA AND: U.S. 
RECIPROCITY URGED 
BY PREMIER KING 


Ottawa. Ont., March 18.—(#)—Reci- 
procity between the United States and 
Canada so far as it effects an exchange 
of “natural products” is a part of a 
liberal trade policy, Premier MacKen- 
zie King declared today in the house 
of commons. 

His was the first official pronounce- 
ment in years upen what was so im 
portunt an issue in 1911 that it con- 
tributed to the overthrow of a domin- 
ion government. 

Premier King’s 
the midst of his 


statement came in

time fishing rights. A royal commis- 
sion after investigation of demands of 
the provinces of Prince Edward Island, 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick for 
greater consideration from the domin- 
ion government, recommended a mu- 
tual trade treaty with the ®United 
States dealing with coast products 
and fish.

A great deal of real estate financing 
is sound. A great. deal is of doubtful 
soundness. That is natural in a de- 
velopment which has come about so 
rapidly and has grown so large, as 
has real estate financing.
